BEER AND WINE BILL 
SIGNED BY PRESIDENT. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT: 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


America abandoned “out and out” 
prohibition to-day, when President 
Roosevelt signed the Beer and Wine Bill 
permitting the sale of beer and light wines 
with an alcoholic content not exceeding 
5.2 per cent. 

From April 7th, therefore, these beverages 
may legally be sold in thirteen States 
which have no State law prohibiting the 
sale. 

The complete formal reversal, however, 
of the policy of prohibition, imiti..cd 
twelve years ago, has still to be made. 
This involves a Constitutional amendment 
requiring the consent of two-thirds of the 
States of the Union, and, although the 
issue appears to be beyond doubt, some 
time must still elapse before America

PHILOSOPHY OF KARL 
MARX. 


PAPER AT PRO FIDE SOCIETY. 


The philosophy of Karl Marx and the 
system of Commanism based upon it were dis- 
cussed in a paper read last mght by Mr. P. 
Murray at a meeting of the Pro Fide wag” 
in University College, Dublin. The Rev. 
O'Halloran (Dean) presided. i 

Mr. Murray, in the course of his paper, 
examined Karl Marx’s fundamental postu- 
lates—the abolition of private property, reli- 
gion and marriage—and pointed out that they 
were diametrically opposed to the primary 
principles of human nature itself, as well as 
to the teaching of Christianity. He chal- 
lenged the Marxian contention that labour is 
the sole producer of wealth, and that it 
should own all production, and he denounced 
the class war. 

Several members of the Society took part 
in the discussion of the paper. 

The Chairman congratulated Mr. Murray on 
his brilliant essay, and spoke also of the 
intelligence shown by those students who had

THE REDUCED GRANT. 

Mr. TOAL said that the county councils who 
had already struck their rates were seriously 
inconvenienced owing to the reduction in the 
agricultural grant.

That was due 
to the propaganda for the past couple of 
years throughout the country, that the 
annuities were not to be paid to Great Britain.

SENATOR'S ADVICE. 
Mr. ANDREW JAMESON said that he 
took it that the point before the House was 
that, if they prolonged the passing of the 
bill there would be financial trouble for the 
local bodies; that they would have to put 
up with a great number of things, or be 
apparently the cause of a national disaster. 
He would not go into the question of the 
right or wrong of withholding the moneys— 
the consequences of doing so were to be. seen. 
The Finance Minister's action in bringing 
forward this bill made ducks and drakes of 
the Budget he put before them last year, and 
the uses for which the House voted the 
money. 
They had just heard, for the first time, a 
lot of things which had been done with 
money which was voted for different pur- 
poses and which now brought them into a 
state of affairs when they had to rapidly pass 
a bill to enable the Government to take from 
a fund that did not exist when the Budget 
was introduced, money to enable local 
authorities to keep going. There would be 
a big tragedy for the country if the local 
bodies had not sufficient funds, and all that 
the Senate could do was to pass the bill, 
under protest, and reserve their criticism for 
some other occasion, when they would really 
know what their money position was and 
what were their liabilities and what future 
lay before them. 
Mr. MILROY said that the Minister had 
befun his speech by saying that this was a 
simple and straightforward measure. It was, 
in fact, as simple and straightforward as the 
whole policy of the present Government, Lest 
in giving a second reading to this bill it 
should be said they had accepted the principle 
of the bill, he wished to say that he was 
fundamentally opposed to its principle. 


INSOLVENT FARMERS, 
Mr. COUNIHAN said that day by day 
they were getting further away from the 
prospects of a settlement of the economic war 
with England. If this bill was to be a 
banging of the door it would be well to have 
from the Minister a definite statement on the 
situation. The big majority of the farmers 
was insolvent. e was practically certain 
that if the Government's arte were 
continued for another twelve months 
twice as many agricultural labourers 
would be unemployed, as men would be 
employed in the new factories. The position 
they were getting into was that land would 
become an encumbrance. He appealed to the 
Government to try to settle this dispute with 
England. 
Miss BROWNE said that the payment of 
the annuities was an international engage- 
menh and she protested against the breach 
of it. ; 
The Countess of DESART asked if this 
Act, and the fact that the annuities were 
not to be paid by the Land Commission to 
the British Government, in any way ipvali- 
dated or endangered the right of the tenant 
to be given by the Land ission at the 
end of the term, during which the annuity 
had to be paid, a clear title in fee-simple 
to his holding. 


BARE-FACED DISHONESTY. 

Sir JOHN KEANE asked the Minister 
when the bill was passed if he would be in a 
position te pay to the local authorities all 
the grants in aid that were due to them.

MONEY-LENDERS 
OF THE NORTH. 


SECOND READING 
OF NEW BILL. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Wednesday. 
D “in be regulations of the money-lend- 


ing business will result from the Money- 
lenders (Northern Ireland) Bull, the 
second reading of which was moved in the 
Northern House of Commons to-day by the 
Minister of Commerce, Mr. J. Milne Bar- 
bour, 

The provisions, he said, were based to some 
extent on the British Act. Anyone die ring 
to carry on business as a money-lender must 
get a certificate from the local Court of Petty 
Sessions, before one or more resident magis- 
trates, who may refuse applications on grounds 
of unsatisfactory character. . Money-lenders 
must carry on business under their true names 
and pay @ licence duty of £15. 

Any money-lender charging an excessive 
rate of interest will have lis certificate 
suspended or forfeited. 

Money-lenders will not be permitted to use 
on any account expressions which might imply 
that they carried on a banking t usiness, This 
would render futile imposing designations lke 
“ Discount Company ” and “ Loan Company.” 


TOUTING AT FUNERALS. 


It will be an offence for money-lenders to 
send circulars to any person except at his 
written request. 

Avother section prohibits canvassing by 
money-lenders’ touts at houses where there 
has recently been a death, and enceavouring 
to persuade the relatives to take a loan in 
order to have a more expensive funeral. This 
een. he said, was not unknown in the 
actories and mills of Belfast. 
Money-lenders will have to state their rates 
of interest per cent. per annum, and com- 
pound interest is prohibited. 

Married women dependent on their hus- 
bands will have to get their husbands to 
sign for loans. 

Mr. Miine Barbour said that he was not so 
optimistic as to believe that the present bill 
would at one blow abolish all the abuses 
which were associated with money-lending, 
At present a money-lender can say .to a 
ilefaulting client: ‘‘1f you do not pay, I will 
bring you into court.’’ The client will now 
in many cases be able to reply: ‘‘ You can- 
not enforce this contract against me without 
going before the Court, and the Court will 
probably regard it as harsh and unconscion- 
uble. Not only, therefore, will you not 
succeed in your suit, but your certificate will 
probably be suspended, and you may be 
obliged to give up business. "' 

Thus will the client be able to call the 
tiuff of the money-lender who endeavours to 
tuke an unfair advantage. 

The bill, however, will not give a dis- 
honest borrower any unfair advantage over 
the money-lender. 


RAISING THE STATUS. 
Mr. McNeill (Independent Unionist), sup- 
porting the bill, said that no less than 20 
re were registered in Belfast alone, 
and 251 in Northern Ireland.

The Land Annuities. 
Yesterday, without a division, the Free 
State Senate passed the second reading of 


which is lying in the land annuities 
suspense account to be devoted to ordinary 
purposes of the Exchequer. The final 
stages of the measure will be taken next 
week. It must not be supposed that the 
Senate, as a body, approves of the Govern- 
ment’s action in this matter; but, as Mr. 
Andrew Jameson remarked, it had no 
reasonable alternative. Mr. Sean MacEntee 
presented the House with an accomplished 
fact, and, if it had delayed the passage of 
the bill into law, unnecessary suffering 
would have been inflicted on the local 
authorities. The financial situation, as 
disclosed by Mr. MacEntee, is sufficiently 
serious. Under the machinery of the 
Land Purchase Acts, when the full 
amounts are not collected, the deficit must 
be made good at the expense chiefly of 
local authorities, whose grants are with- 
held by the Central Fund. Last year the 
deficiency amounted to no less than 
£1,900,000. The loss to local authorities 
to some extent was mitigated through the 
working of the so-called Emergency Fund ; 
but the Central Fund was forced to make 
additional advances to the total sum of 
£191,978. As the law stands at present, 
the local authorities are not entitled to 
recover a penny of their losses from any- 
body ; and the new bill is designed, in the 
first instance, to give them much-needed 
relief. 

Manifestly, the situation in respect of 
land annuities is most unsatisfactory. As 
Senator Wilson declared, there has been 
so much propaganda about these payments 
that in many parts of the country farmers 
merely have ceased to make them to any- 
hody; and a portion, at least, of the 
actual deficit is a result of this fact. The 
Government has made a sorry mess of the 
land annuities problem; but the Senate 
was powerless. Senator Jameson pointed 
out that the bill made ducks and drakes 
of Mr. MacEntee’s own Budget of last 
year, and of the uses for which Parliament. 
had voted money; Sir John Keane spoke 
of ‘‘ the bare-faced dishonesty of the entire 
transaction,’’ and other Senators showed 
clearly that they had no sympathy with 


the principle of the measure. Mr. 
MacEntee, however, brushed aside all 
criticisms—the Government represented 


the popular will, and there was nothing 
more to be said in the matter. He made 
one reference to the tenants’ title, con- 
cerning which there has been much dis- 
cussion recently. He could give the 
assurance, he said, that he did not believe 
that the new bill would make any 
difference to the question of title, with 
which it had nothing to do. Thousands 
of annuitants in all parts of the Free State 
will Many of 
them have been under the impression that 
the application of their instalments to any 
purpose, other than that for which they 
originally were intended, might invalidate, 
or in some way injure their legal title to 
their holdings, and this possibility has 
been causing them much anxiety. 

Considerations of high policy were not 
discussed yesterday, although Mr. 
MacEntee touched the subject casually. 
In his opinion. the release of the land 
annuities money will not affect the major 
issue between the Free State and Great 
Britain in any way. From the British 
point of view, doubtless, the destination 
of the funds is a matter of indifference so 
long as they ure withheld from the London 
Treasury ; but, from the point of view ot 
the Free State taxpayer, it is a matter of 
prime importance. If the dispute should 
be referred to arbitration, whether to an 
imperial or to an international court, the

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MEMEERS PLEAD

| WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 


HERE was by no means a full House 
T when, on the motion for the secon 
reading of the Consolidated Fund Bill, 
Mr. Rhys Davies (Labour) opened a debate 
on unemployment. The majority of the people 
in the country, he said, were cast into ig 
by the recent statement of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer that we could not hope for 
much better times for ten yedrs, to come. 
The tariff policy had failed to solve any of 
the problems which faced the Government in 
the matter of unemployment. Unemployment 
was no longer pecul.ar to the working-classes, 
It had crept ‘nto middle-class homes. He 
would remind the Chancellor that the United 
States, with an unbalanced Budget of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, were preparing to 
spend millions of pounds on capital expendi- 
ture in order to find work for their unem- 
ployed. could not we follow the 
example of that country? ‘i 

Captain Macmillan (Conservative) said that 
the two main objectives they ought to bear 
in mind were the raising of the price level 
and the re-employment of the large body of 
those at present unable to find work. in- 
creased demand for labour could only be 
brought about by a reduction in taxation or 
by loan expenditure for the promotion ol 
public and private works on the capital 
account. It was for the Government to decide 
whether this was an occasion on which 
courage might prove less dangerous than an 
austere und puritanical financial virtue, A 
reduction of taxation, both direct and in- 
direct, would do more to stimulate private 
-enterprise and fatageron, Í power than any 
other method it was possible to devise. 

Sir Percy Harris (Liberal) urged a forward 
policy in regard to constructive work which 
now was being held up. . 

Dr. McLean (Conservative) suggested the 
setting-up of a National Survey Committee 
to study and collate all the information avail- 
able on trade and development plans. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
'” S§TATEMENT. 


Mr. Chamberlain (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer) said that he would first remove 
the misapprehension which seemed to exist 
in relation to his statement that there would 
be no appreciable reduction of unemployment 
within the next ten years. What he actually 
did say was :—‘‘I do not think any thoughtful 
member of the House now bélieves that the 
maladjustments that have brought about 
world-wide unemployment are likely to be 
corrected|so rapidly and so completely that 
we can look forward with any confidence to 
the reduction of unemployment to a compara- 
tively small figure within, shall I say, the 
next ten years.” He did not mean that they were 
not to expect d times before ten years or 
that there would be no reduction in unemploy- 
ment. What he did mean to say was that when 
prosperity did come we should not be able 
to employ the same number of» people as 
we did ten years ago, because of the intro- 
duction of new mechanical devices. 

He thought. that it was incumbent not 
only on the Government, but upon employers 
suil employed aliae, to give careful considera- 
ticn to the problem to see whether they 
could not make some contribution towards a 
solution. The Minister of Labour had already 
begun some disctssions in the matter, and 

articularly. in. connection with the proposal 
for a forty-hour week. One thing was quite 
clear, cod that was that it was quite im- 

ssible to throw upon industry any fresh 
bandiegs in the matterof hours which was not

THE NEW CUNARDER. 


In regard to private enterprise, the 
Government were not putting any block in 
the way of schemes, but time was required 
to consider when best they could be carried 
out. The Government were not putting any 
obstacle in the way of the scheme for the 
completion of the new Cunarder. They had 
made it clear that if certain conditions, which 
they considered essential, were fulfilled, they 
were prepared to consider the granting of 
financial assistance to enable the vessel to be 
completed. It was obvious that we could not 
carry on effectively our shipping trade in the 
North Atlantic if we had two great concerns 
.ompeting with one another. It was essential 
that these two great concerns should come 
to some satisfactory arrangement with one 
another in order that there might be no 
weakening of our power to compete with 
foreign shipping. Negotiations were pro- 
ceeding, but until they had actually reached 
completion it was not possible for 
work on the ship to be resumed. 
The increase in unemployment was due, not 
so much to a falling off in public works as 
to our loss in the export trade. In some 
directions, however our export trade was 
improving, but it was hampered by exchange 
control, quotas, prohibitions, and by exces- 
sive tariffs. It was said that it was hope- 
less to expect anything from ‘nternational 
i p+ y but he anticipated that some 
goed would come from the World Economic 
Conference, Personally, in the absence of 
unforeseen circumstances, he saw no reason 
why it should. not be held within the next 
two or three months In the meantime, 
preparations for the Conference were going 
on all round, and it was mistaken pessimism 
to think that there was no chance of making 
progress. 

Several members, in the course of the 
debate, suggested that industries should be 
subsidised as a means of restoring employ- 
ment. It would be better than spending 
money on the dole.

It is understood that the Conservatives 
opposed to the Government s Indian pro- 
posals, who have formed themselves into 
a defence committee, do not intend to 
vote against next week’s motion settiny 
up a select committee.

vision of safeguards, particularly thos 
connected with finance, as they are out 
lined at present, are likely to result in 
constant friction between England and 
India. The next move of the defence com, 
mittee will be to secure strong represents 
tion on the select committee, and it is 
claimed that, if the committee is formed 
of ten members from each House, the 
defence committee ought to be representec 
by four peers and four members of th: 
Commons. There is much speculatio: 
whether Mr. Winston Churchill wll b. 
nominated for the select committee. 


The Revenue Returns. 


The revenue returns just issued show 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer ma) 
secure a small surplus at the end of thi, 
financial year on March ólst if tly 
revenue continues to come in at the usual 
rate. To obtain this surplus the Treasury 
must receive £57,743,246, of = whici 
£23,179,000 is due from income tax, Ó 
114 millions per week. This is not an 
impossible sum, and probably will be 
realised. The actual deficit in the nationa! 
balance sheet at the moment is 
£10,973,956, excluding the payment of an 
instalment of the debt to the United 
States, and, if expenditure on the sinking 
fund is excluded, there is really a surplus 
of current revenue over current ex 
penditure of nearly six millions. This 
in itself, must be regarded as satisfactory, 
but that it is likely to lead to any remis 
sion of taxation scarcely can be expected. 


Germany’s Colonial Possessions. 


The Four Power Pact is said to include 
four articles. It pledges the Powers to 
the maintenance of peace, provision for-a 
ten years’ truce, the conveding of equalit) 
of rights to Germany, and the revision of 
the peace treaties are the main points 
One of the arguments advanced by Signor 
Mussolini was that all the victors in the 
Great War must make concessions to 
Germany—which, as it applies to Great 
Britain, would mean the surrender of 
former German colonies and colonia! 
mandates. This matter seriously would 
disturb opinion in France, while it ma) 
be taken as a certainty that public opinion 
in this country would be strongly oppose: 
to such a step. In the circumstances, it 
is not surprising that that argument 
was not entertained by Mr. Ramsay, 
Macdonald and Sir John Simon. The 
Peaco Treaty of 1919 deprived German) 
of all her colonies overseas, most of 
which were given or mandated to Great 
Britain and her overseas Dominions. In 
Africa the Cameroons were given to Great 
Britain and France as mandatorics: 
Togoland went to Britain as mandatory : 
South-West Africa went to the Union of 
South Africa as mandatory; East Africa 
to Britain and to Belgium as mandatories 
These territories contained some 18,000 
Germans, and between 12,000,000 and 
13,000,000 natives. Three German 
colonies in the Pacific—Samoa, New 
Guinea and Nairn Island—went to the 
British Empire also. 


The Moscow Prisoners. 


It is rumoured to-day that the question 
of the British prisoners in Moscow may be 
adjusted soon in a manner which, while 
not entirely satisfactory, will justify the 
attitude of the British Government and 
public. The prisoners may be released on 
the ground that there is not sufficien| 
evidence to warrant their being brouglit 
to trial. This may satisfy the Soviet, but 
it will not be sufficient for the British 
Government, and the latter certainly will 
make strong representations that the 
arrested men shall be compensated amp! 
for the indignities which they have had 
thrust upon them. Diplomatic represents 
tions are not understood in Moscow, where 
action only is appreciated, and the British 
Government’s decision to suspend trad 
negotiations has had its effect. 


Trade with Scandinavia. 


The Danish trade negotiations have not 
yet been concluded, while at the same time 
the representatives of the Swedish stee! 
concerns are waging a keen struggle against 
the British import duties. Discussions are 
taking place at the Board of Trade, but 
up to the present no decision has been 
reached. The Swedish steel makers seck 
a reduction in the import duty on thei 
products as a guid pro quo for the coal 
orders recently placed in this country. 
They contend that the duties now in forc: 
virtually have closed the British market 
to Swedish exporters of special and semi 
finished products. The Swedish claim is 
resisted strenuously by British manufac 
turers, who have-been able recently to 
enlarge their active plant as a result “oí 
their stronger hold over the home market 
Further discussions will take place during 
the next few days. 


The Atlantique. 


It will be left to the French Tribuna!

RELIEF FOR U.S, 
FARMERS.

PROGRESS OF ROOSEVELT’S 
BILL. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT: 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


The House of Representatives passed the 
Farm Relief Bill to-day. The bill au- 
thorises the Secretary of Agriculture :— 

1—To secure the reduction of acreage of 
any basic commodity—which is defined as 
wheat, cotton, hogs, cattle, sheep, rice, 
tobacco, milk and its products—through 
agreements with the producers, permitting 
him to allow rental or benefit payments to 
secure such a reduction in acreage. The 
funds of the Reconstruction Corporation 
would be available for this purpose. 

2—To enter into marketing agreements 

with the producers, marketing agencies, 
and processors of farm products, to licence 
and to regulate them. 
3—To tax the processing of the basis of 
agricultural commodities to help to pro- 
vide funds for the effort to restore pre-war 
price parity for the agriculturists. - 
The Government would be authorised to 
take off the market cotton surpluses held 
by the Farm Board and other official 
agencies. This surplus would be taken on 
option from the Government by growers 
agreeing to reduce their 1933 crop by the 
amount taken. 
The Act would continue in effect until 
repealed by the President.

ANNUITIES BILL.

MacEntee, recommending it to that 
dignified body, explained that it was in- 
tended to transfer the moneys at present 
in the Suspense Account to the Central 
Fund, for the purpose of relieving the 
local authorities, the taxpayers and the 
Exchequer in general. He proceeded to 
ge into the history of the matter at some 
ength, and revealed that it was the. local 
authorities who were likely to suffer 
the most if the Senate did not give 
the bill its blessing. These authorities 
depended for their Government grants 
partly on the condition of the land 
annuity collection in their area, and 
this had fallen off badly of late. If, 
therefore, they were not relieved as he 
suggested he would have to come to their 
rescue with additional taxation. 

The Senate’s attitude to this statement 
is best expressed by Mr. Jameson's 
remarks, in: which he said that the action 
of the Minister for Finance made “ ducks 
and drakes ” of his Budget of last year. 
He made it plain that they did not like the 
bill, but that, im his opinion, all they 
could do would be to pass it under protest. 
Which the Senate proceeded to do. 


CENTRAL FUND BILL. 


In the Dail the second reading of the 
Central Fund ep did Pv merge in 
attracting man e “ big guns.”’

Belton’s apt retort that he could get the 
best of Mr. Victory any day at turf- 
cutting. 


THE BIG POTATO, 


Among the many speakers who followed, 
Mr. Keating put a new angle on the 
economic situation by informing the Dail 
that the export of “ big, wet potatoes '' 
from Wexford to England had been 
seriously interfered with by recent legis- 
lation. It appears that big, wet potatoes 
are very much in demand by fish and chip 
shops, though he did not explain the 
precise advantage that they enjoy over 
small, dry ones. 

After a sparring match between Mr. 
Corry and some other members, Professor 
O’Sullivan had some pertinent questions 
to ask about the land annuities. They 
were always being promised a settlement 
with England, he said. First it was at 
the end of August; ‘then at the end of 
September, and so on from week to week 
and from month to month, but they never 
seemed to get any nearer to it.

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UNEMPLOYED MEN 
AT LEINSTER HOUSE. 


DEPUTATION TO LABOUR 
LEADER. 


x———— 


DEPUTATION, representing the 
A lrish Unemployed Workers’ Move- 
ment, waited on Mr. Norton, Leader 
of the Labour Party, at Leinster House, 
Dublin, yesterday, to enlist his support in 
demanding from the Government better con- 
ditions for single men and women unem- 
ployed and not receiving unemployment in- 
surance or maintenance. It was pointed eat 
to Mr. Norton that single men and women, 
whose parents were dead, and who were 
forced to live with relatives, could not -e- 
ceive home assistance owing to the fact that 
they were not classed as destitute. Inability 
to pay rents had led to a great number of 
threatened evictions, and the only place in 
which the unemployed could be received was 
the Dublin Union. 

Mr. Norton explained to the deputation 
that a Committee of the Irish Labour Party 
and Trade Union Congress was at pfesent 
working on a scheme to create an unemploy- 
ment benefit fund, from which relief for un- 
employed workers, married and single, weuld 
be’ available. 

Agricultural workers, who are debarred 
from benefit under existing employment in- 
surance, and who had exhausted their claims, 
would also be covered by the scheme, which 
would provide for the payment of benefit to 
unemployed, so long as they were seeking 
work and unable to obtain it. Adolescent 
workers would also be brought within the 
scope of the scheme. 

After hearing the views of Mr. Norton, 
the deputation withdrew to consult their 
colleagues, who were formed up in proces- 
sional order with a band at the gates of 
Leinster House. They discussed whether they 
should interview the Government that day or 
await the scheme which Mr. Norton promised 
to submit to the Cabinet. 

On returning, the deputation informed Mr. 
Norton that they had decided to defer their 
visit to the President until an opportunity 
of examining the scheme had been afforded.

HE Trinity Eights have been hard at 
7 work during the last two days, and are 
now potting used to the tideway condi- 
tions.

GANDHI’S DISCIP 
IN IRELAND. .. 


“VILLAINY” OF WHITE 
PAPER ON INDIA, 


From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
Mr. Patel, the Indian politician, one of 


Mr. Gandhi's lieutenants, interviewed in 
Cork to-day on his way from New York 
to Dublin, where he will stay for some 


days, said that there can be no peace in 
the world so long as the British Empire 
exists, and all the oppressed peoples of 
the East look to Ireland for relief. 

“To you Irish I say, stand united, for 
in unity lies your strength.” : 
Discussing the question of an Irish 
Republic, he said: “TI think if Ireland 
becomes sufficiently united it is impossible 
for the British Government to resist its 
demands for a republic, and Ireland can 
get what it wants without the shedding of 
one drop of blood, 

“ As for India,” he continued, ‘‘ India 
is determined to be free, and it will be 
free. The recent proposal of the British 
Government for a Constitution for India 
is a damnable piece of characteristic 
British villainy, and no self-respecting 
Indian will touch it with a pair of tongs.’ 
Mr. Patel stated that he hoped to see 
Mr. de Valera while in Dublin. Asked 
if he had anything in particular to discuss 
with him, Mr. Patel said that there are 
always important matters to be discussed 
with Mr. de Valera. 

Mr. V. J. Patel is an ex-Mayor of 
Bombay, and formerly Speaker of the 
[Indian Legislative Assembly.
